The Rev. Mr. Deininger was a son 
of the Rev. A. G. Deininger, who for 
fifty-one years served as pastor of 
various churches in York and Adams 
counties.

“Raids” Carry 
Heavy Penalty 


Stealing farm property is a seri­ 
ous offense in Pennsylvania carry­ 
ing a maximum fine of $500 and a 
jail sentence of three years. 
Reports have reached the depart­ 
ment that in certain sections “raids" 
on fanners' potato patches and fruit 
orchards, are becoming more fre­ 
quent and destructive. 
“The laws are clear and specific in 
dealing with this type of lawlessness 
and all farmers should report cases 
of marauding to the proper local or 
state police officials immediately,” 
department officials said. 
The general assembly passed in 
1925 the farm stealing act which 
provides, “That if any person not 
being the present owner thereof 
shall wilfully and unlawfully steal, 
take, or carry away or be engaged 
in stealing, taking, or carrying away 
any kind of property whatsoever 
growing or being on the land of all­ 
ot tier, every such person so offend­ 
ing shall upon conviction thereof be 
guilty of larceny and be sentenced 
to pay a fine not exceeding five hun­ 
dred dollars <$500» and to undergo 
solitary confinement at labor not 
exceeding three years.”

Barb Wire Fence 
Is Legal Despite 
Contrary B elief 


Officials Explain How Law’s 
Wording Caused Pres­ 
ent ViSw. 


Because .state fence laws spe­ 
cifically authorize the construction 
of fences without barbs along high­ 
ways and as Une fences, there is an 
impression that barbed-W itt* fences, 
especially along highways, are il­ 
legal. 
In this connection the Pennsyl­ 
vania department of agriculture re­ 
ports that so far as the state leg­ 
islative reference bureau and the 
department can find, there is no 
state law prohibiting or regulating 
the use of fences made with barbs. 
The fence law of 1899 states: “It 
shall and is hereby declared to be 
lawful for any landowners within 
this commonwealth to construct, 
build and^ maintain along any of 
the highways of this common­ 
wealth, fences made in whole or in 
part of wire without barbs, subject 
at all times to such restrictions and 
prohibitions as may be imposed by 
the municipal authorities relative 
thereto.” 
This same law also provides that 
“A fence in whole or in part of wire, 
without barbs, is hereby declared to 
be a legal and lawful fenoe, within 
the meaning and provisions of any 
act of the legislature of this state 
relative to the building, construct­ 
ing and maintaining of line fences, 
provided that such wire fence shall 
be of the height required by such 
act or acts.” 
Wire Fence Law 
“It is evident that the wire fence 
act of 1899 w’as adopted under the 
misapprehension 
th at 
the fence 
law of 1700 was still in force,” offi­ 
cials of the state legislative refer­ 
ence bureau said. “This law of 1700 
required landowners to fence corn 
fields and other enclosures with a 
log and rail fence at least five feet 
high. If in 1899 the fence law’ of 
1700 had still been In force, a new 
law would have been required to 
make legal wire 
fences 
without 
barbs, since the law of 1700 required 
rails and logs, but the fence law 
of 1700 was repealed in 1889. It is,

erecting it when he should have 
known that injury might result.” 
Another point regarding farmers’ 
fences along highways which has 
been rather definitely settled by a 
number of court decisions, is that 
a landowner is not required to build 
a fence along a public highway in 
order to fence out his neighbor’s 
livestock. 
Tire responsibility rests 


entirely with the owner of the live­ 
stock to build a fence along the 
highway bordering his fields, suf­ 
ficient to keep his livestock from 
straying onto the neighbor’s prem­ 
ises.

Bv J. P. Mc tv night 
Havana • AP<—Oscar B. Cintas, 
Cuba s new ambassador to Washing­ 
ton, has Ha? staunch support of ad- 
vocatrs of the new “business diplo­ 
macy," 
President Machado and Secretary 
of States Orestes Ferrara, whom 
Cintas succeeds, could have made 
no wiser choice than this 45-year- 
old wealthy, dignified executive, they 
agree. 
Cintas—Spanish of ancestry, Cu­ 
ban born, English of education, and 
American of business instinct-—is 
possibly Havana’s nearest approach 
to America s idea of what the big 
business executive should be. 
He has millions—how many he 
will not say. He smokes huge ci­ 
gars. He collects rare and expen­ 
sive paintings—his galleries, more 
extensive than any other Cuban’s, 
are worth more than §1,000.000. 
His interests as director in Amer­ 
ican Car Foundry and American Lo­ 
comotive are world-wide, for he rep­ 
resents those corporations in the 
foreign field, heading branch offices 
and subsidiary companies in Ha­ 
vana, South America, Europe and 
other parts of the world. 
Graying slightly, he is tall and 
impressive. His English is cultivat­ 
ed, easy, charming; his Spanish, of 
course, fluent. He dresses conserva­ 
tively. 
Until the present he had had no J 
dealings with diplomacy nor w ith! 
politics, although he numbers Cuba's 
most important public iflbn among 
his intimate friends. Two of thane 
are President Machado and Secre­ 
tary of State Ferrara. 
He was informed he might have 
the Washington post soon after 


i Ferrara returned to Cuba, he said 
j before leaving for United States, but 
took the offer merely as President 
Machado's way of expressing his re­ 
tard. “We Cubans do that," ex­ 
plained 
“We say ‘this is yours' 
when something we have is admir­ 
ed. But we don't mean for you to 
carry it away with you.” 
Three days before he accepted, 
however, the president and Secretary 
Ferrara became insistent. “And it’s 
hard to refuse them anything," he 
said, smiling. 
Cintas grew up, practically, with 
Ferrara. After two years’ study and 
two years’ work in England, he 
came back to Cuba at the age of 19 
to get in on the ground floor of the 
sugar industry. 
Six years, ago he married the 
daughter of the late Col. Jose Miguel 
Tarafa, sugar and railway magnate. 
They have no children. 
A Tennis Fan 
A tennis fan, Cintas plays well if 
not brilliantly and in his world 
travels misses no tournaments he 
can possibly see. He counts such 
stars as Tilden, Cochet, Borotra 
among his personal friends. 
In the United States he belongs to 
the Forest Hills and the New York 
Racquet and Squash clubs. 
No stranger to Washington or 
New York, where he maintains resi­ 
dence, Cintas takes over his new 
post adm ittedly'ignorant of the deal­ 
ings of diplomacy, but prepared and 
eager to learn from Ferrara. 
And when the question of con­ 
solidating Cuba's large and scatter­ 
ed foreign debt comes up, as it is 
expected to, there will be few bet­ 
ter fitted than he to deal with 
United States bankers.
